Mr Brenan, 
with all his oxporience, as a Special 
Commissioner on bdghalf ofthe British 
Poroign Office, with his long consular ex- 
perience superadded, is disposed to place 
ink forefront as among the difficulties 
opposed to the expansion of foreign trade 
the much-maligned systom of. lekin in 
practice throughout the Empire. This is 
the great stumbling-block, and until it is 
removed it is hopeless to expect any 
material benefit from our commercial re- 
lations with China. Transit passes may bo 
issued ad infinitum, but they will not pro- 
fit us so long as the Chinese official is 
allowed to devise methods for counteracting 
the benefits thet ought b accompany: the’ 
rapid transit of foreign goods from the 
Coast Porta into the ‘interior, Wo see 
what’ is happening at Wuchow and the 
other newly~oponed ports on tho West 
River. The ‘open ports’ ara there, and 
foreign~goods can be importod another 
step the farther into tha interior beyond 
Canton. But the lekin officials.are aceing 
to it that the ‘escapement from toll 
pat the numerous barriers en rovwie does not 
necessarily deprive them of their share of 
the plunder.

Three reasons are given why the wanta 
of distant Chinese cistomers ure not sup- 
plied by foreign merchants. One, that the 
natives would, combine against the for- 
eigner, and that, men of small capital could 
nut carry on the fight ; another, the lack of 
any fevling’ of entyrprise, and, thirdly, tho 
fear that they would not receive adequate 
support and. protection from their own 
authorities when .they are ‘in ditticultics, 
but be left to suffer unjust losses. Pus. 
sibly ‘these views may account for the fact 
that there are only one hundred and thirty- 
threa British firms now. represented in 
China, of which numbercighty carry on busi 
ness at Shanghai. And of these nots few 
are merely cominission sents ; while. if tha 
firms which‘are solely interested in ten are 
exoluded; then tho numbor is indeed insigni- 
ficant, And yet, adds Mr Brenan, it ia on
